Decision of Nation Not to Pay 19 Millions Due This

debt of ?19,000,000 due tomorrow 
came as something of a shock to 
officialdom here today.

officials here had been confident 
that in the end France would make 


ITALIANS PAY 


ROME, Dec. 14.— The Ital- 


ian government today paid 
the United States $1,245,437 
as her instalment on the war 
debt, due tomorrow.

and stand forth to the world as a 
defaulter 


There is little this government 


can do in the circumstances There 
is no agency that can compel pay- 
ment except force, -and no one 
thinks of going to war to collect 
the debt 


JTJST "BAD DEBT" 


Congress will merely be in- 


formed in due course that France 
has defaulted, the treasury will 
write it down as a "bad debt," and 
that is all there is to it so far as 
this government is concerned— 
for the time being at least. 


The conviction is universal here, 


^e inconsistency of the French 
plea that they cannot pay. The 
view taken here is that if Great 
Britain, with a gold reserve only 
one-fifth as large as France, can 
find $85,000,000 tomorrow France 
could manage to find $19,000,000. 
But it is recognized, of course, 
that the French decision was po- 
litical, not economic. 


It is also considered here that 


France has set a dangerous pre- 
cedent by her decision to default. 
She herself is a great creditor 
nation. Ever since the war she 
has financed the smaller countries 
of central Europe, Rumania, Po- 
land, etc. Indeed, some of the 
monej. which she loaned to these 
smaller countries to build up their 
armiea and stabilize internal con- 
ditions>came from the American 
post-Armistice loans upon which 
she is now defaulting. If-France's 
debtors follow her example, the 
moans m Paris probably will be 
heard 'round the world.

treasury expects this rev enue to 
fall far below its expections at the 
time the rates were changed. 
Higher taxes must be av oided if 
possible.
